-  There  are -.no  arrangements  for  home 
nursing  of  infectious  diseases;  but,  under  the  Hartley  Hospital 
Scheme,  the  services  of  the  District  Nurses  are  available  for 
general  nursing;  and,  under  the  Lancashire  C.  C.  scheme  two 
midwives  serve  in  the  District. 

THE  SUPPLY  OF  FOOD  AND  MILK  for  expectant  and  nursing  Mothers 
and  Milk  for  Infants  is  arranged  by  the  County  Authorities.
